Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The information disclosure statement filed 1 5 October 2009 fails to comply with 
the provisions of 37 CFR 1 .97, 1 .98 and MPEP § 609 because the information 
disclosure statement does not meet the requirement for a 1 .97(e) statement and the

combination. Claims 38, 39, and 61-66 are allowable due to their dependence on 
claims 37 and 60.
